Some of the Things We Know About 


Thnt Mynterlom Star. 


A very wonderful and In some re 


spec's mysterious object Is tbe sun, 
typii nl star, the nearest one, and not sc 
far iway as to prevent us from study 
Ing it In detail, and yet presenting con 
ditlons so different from tbose we can 
obtain IB our laboratories that to 
considerable extent It defies our rea 
sonings and renders our conclusion 
mci' ly conjectural 


Certain facts, however, have been ea 


tabllshod beyond any possible doub 
and must necessarily form the foundn 
tion of nil reasonable theories am 
opinions 


We know, for Instance, that Its meai 


dlst mce from the earth Is \ ery closel; 
OS.OOO.OOCT miles, that Its diameter 1 
about 860,500 miles, or 109% times tha 


! of the earth, and Us bulk about 1,300,- 
( 000 as great 


\\ e know also that Its mass is about 


330 000 that of the earth and that con 
scqucntly gravity upon Its surface Is 
about 27% times as powerful as here 
A man jvho here weighs 150 pounds 
would weigh more than two tons upon 
the sun, and there a squirrel would not 
be -ible to jump any more friskily than 
an (lephant hero. 


Experiments with burning glasses 


make It certain that the effective tem- 
perature ot the aun's surface taken as 
a v hole (doubtless the actual tempera- 
ture varies widely at different points) 
Is much mbove any which we can pro- 
due e by artificial means Not even the 
electric furnace can rival It. Carried to 
the sun and kept there for a few hours 
only, the earth would melt and pass 
into vjpor. The estimated temperature 
IB about 12,000 degrees F., but cannot 
be regarded as exact. — Professor 
Gborlea A. Jtonng in Harper's Weekly,
